for forest fire extinction. 


Volunteers will be used on forest 
ires-this spring only upon the call 
3f the fire wardens when there is a 
lefinite need lor such services. 


Use Organized Crews 


When fire fighters other than the 


3rganized crews appear on the fire 
line and the fire wardens request 
heir-services they may take their 
names and put them to work. 
If 


hey are not needed the wardens 
have;been instructed to refusc.pay--}*—^- 
tnent for their services, which will 
ie considered as having been ren- 
Jered gratuitously. 
I Volunteers on the fire line with- 
lout tools are useless hence those who 
flock to woods fires this spring from 
nearby towns and villages, without 
equipment and without having been 
called for duty, cannot be paid by 
the commonwealth for forest fire 
extinction. Gangs of men on forest 
fires, without the supervision of a 
warden, ranger, or forester, may do 
more harm than good, besides mak- 
ing themselves subject to possible 
njury by reason of their inexperi- 
ence in this type of work.t 


Seek To Halt Fires 


--Every effort is being made by the 
forestry officials to prevent a re- 
currence of another serious forest 
fire situation such as has occurred 
during the dry springs of 1930 and 
1931. 
Brush burners are cautioner* 


against permitting fires^ to "escape 
into the forest. Fire wardens have 
been instructed to request' persons 
desiring to burn brush in their com- 
munities to wait until the weather 
is damp' and conditions are safe. 
All forest officers and fire wardens 
have been instructed to make im- 
mediate arrest of those setting in- 
cendiary forest fires. Persons who 
cause fires in the woods through 
neglect or carelessness > arc to be 
prosecuted 
if. they do not take 


proper precautions Ho prevent the 
fire from spreading and doing dam- 
age.

tion's needy were promised to the 
National Red Cross by Henry Stude. 
president of the American Bakers 
association. 


• Chairman John'Barton Payne has 
notified Red Cross chapters that 
Stude also offered the services of 90 
per cent of the bakers in the United 
States for baking bread, without 
profit, from government wheat now 
being distributed by the Red Cross. 


He instructed chapters to make 


arrangements with local bakers for 
surplus bread and bakery products. 
The baking of bread at cost also 
should be arranged. Payne said, by 
agencies handling relief and flour 
distribution. 


Mr. Payne praised the action ol 


the bakers and said local relief or- 
ganizations should "seize this oppor- 
tunity to conserve relief resources, 
at the same time meeting relief 
needs." 
x 
"The baking industry recognizes 


the present emergency for food re- 


lief." Stude said, "and -wishes to co- 
operate in helping make possible the 
greatest assistance to the greatest 
number. 
. "The industry, in its 24 hours a 
day operation, has on hand at the 
close of each aay oread and other 
bakery products which, to each bak- 
er, are only a small per cent of its 
output, but which, in the aggregate, 
constitute an amount which may 
run between 5,000.000 and 10,000,000 
pounds a'week." 


The bakers' president said much 


of the bread thus available is al- 
ready being given to relief agencies, 
but the bakeries are anxious to in- 
crease their part in hunger relief and 
are willing, when such supplies are 
nsufflcient, to convert into bread, at 
cobt, llour roceiveu by lehei agencies 
from the Red Cross.

and not traffic. Any attempt at 
traffic control is not recommended, 
for it is prohibited by law and is 
strictly a police function. Pupils in 
patrol work are not allowed to use 
whistles, and the amber colored flags 
they juse are "for directing- children 
only. The word "Stop" is prohibit- 
ed, but the word "Caution" may be 
used. 


In rural districts the most effi- 


cient use of patrols Is in crossing 
streets when_ loading and unloading 
school buses and in training chil-- 
dren to walk against traffic when 
coming to and Irom school. 


Where school districts desire to 


institute 
safety patrols they may 


obtain assistance through the coun- 
ty or district "superintendent of 
schools, and they will submit re- 
quests for service to the bureau of 
motor vehicles -in the department 
of revenue: The services of the 
local police - department or of the 
state highway patrol may be "asked 
in organizing and conducting the 
patrol work after all preliminary or- 
ganization steps have been taken.

Chicago (API—The athletic hot­ 
houses of the midwest have nur­ 
tured a new crop of undergraduate 
runners and jum pers for prospective 
harvest as Olympians. 
A few m onths ago a pre-Olympic 
inventory in the Big Ten indicated 
that

this summer would have to be ac- 
complLshed by alumni. 
But with the clim ax of the indoor
